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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly proposed claim amendment to independent claim 1 3 would require further consideration in that the 
amendment is not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. If 
the amendment were to be entered, the specification would be objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed 
subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). The phrase "computer storage medium," is not found to have proper 
antecedent basis in the specification. As previously suggested, the phrase "computer readable memory device", which is defined by the 
specification, would be acceptable to overcome the pending 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection. 

Arguments to the independent claims are substantially similar to previously discussed limitations and are thus not considered 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e. "replaces the hyperlink element with a new hyperlink element") are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See 
In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 1 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 (Fed. Cir. 1 993). In regard to independent claim 1 1 , the "spreadsheet" limitation has 
been previously addressed and linked as equivalent to the form being part of a database query system. The Nunez reference reinforces 
this point by showing that spreadsheets and databases were well known in the art to be similar 'row and column' storage mechanisms by 
which data could be stored and accessed. Thus unless further functionally differentiating the two is provided in the claims, they are 
considered functionally equivalent/interchangeable in view of the applied prior art. 
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
